Guthrie, Ok., Feb. 28.—The 
Jim 
Crow provision was killed in committee 
of the whole in convention yesterday 
by a vote of 46 to 31. The special legal 
committee reported immediately fol­ 
lowing the reading of which the separ­ 
ate coach and waiting room provision 
was called up and a motion made to 
table it.

Muskogee, I. T., Feb. 28.— Tribal of­ 
ficials are gathering in Muikogee to 
watch the final closing of rolls for In­ 
dian citizenship. After ten ves^s the 
rolls of the five civilize 1 trib** are 
abaut to be closed and a ftv four days 
more no applications or eviiWnce in an 
enrollment case will be hearo1 
Governor McCurtain of theCW taw s, 
Governor Johnston of the ChUikuawB, 
W. W. Hastings attorney for the^JaTo- 
kees, and J. P. Farnsworth attcfney 
for tha Creeks are here as well ss * kel­ 
vin Cornish attorney for the Choctaws 
and Cnickasaws and George Scott, sec- 
I ret ary for the Choctaw nation for the 
I purpose of seeing that no person not 
entitled to enrollment slips in at the 
last moment. 
% 
Congress provided last year that af­ 
ter March 4, 1907, no application or 
evidence in enrollment cases should be 
heard, and no citizenship case should 
be reopened, even upon order of the 
secretary of the interior, and that the 
enrollment work of the five nations 
should close on that day. 
The secre­ 
tary of the interior tried in many 
ways to get legislation through the 
present congress to repeal the former 
law, but it was bitterly opposed by all 


the nations and by Commissioner Bixby 
also. 
All of the tribes have been try­ 
ing to get the rolls finally closed for 
five years. 
The enrollment work was the biggest 
job the department of the interior has 
handled for a long time. While the 
enrollment work was in progress the 
allotting work was also being carried 
forward and it has been kept up com 
paratively close. 
The one great im­ 
pediment to winding up the work of 
the final settlement of the Indian es­ 
tate was to get the rolls closed so that 
they could not be disturbed. This is 
now about to be accomplished. Until 
it was done the secretary of the in­ 
terior was constantly ordering cases 
reopened which would set the work 
back months at a time. 
This he will 
be unable to do after March 4. 
The secretary of the interior has to 
pass on all citizenship matters before 
him before March 4 and there are hun­ 
dreds of cases now in his hands. 
Un- 
j til he has passed on these it will be im­ 
possible to tell how many people have 
been admitted to citizenship for allot 
ments, but in round numbers it is 
about 90,000. There have been 250,000 
applicants. 
Less than one out of 
every five applicants was admitted. 


Austin, Tex., Feb. 28.—After nearly 
two months’ Titanic struggle in the 
L egislature the controversy concerning 
United States Senator Joseph W. Bai­ 
ley came to a close at 9:15 o’clock to­ 
night, when the House by a vote of 70 
to 40 adopted a report of the majority 
cf the investigating committee declar­ 
ing that Senator Bailey was exonera­ 
ted.

Col. Owen of Muskogee and Mr. Burle­ 
son made arguments for the appropria­ 
tion. Mr. McGuire, the delegate from 
Oklahoma, was sent for twice in the 
hope that he, too. would urge the ap­ 
propriation. but he could not be found. 
The reason urged against the ap­ 
propriation is the fact that never be­ 
fore has a [prospective state called on 
congress to make up a deficit. The 
matter will be presented to the full 
committee in the morning.

will be reported not latter than Friday.

BY FINAL VOTE OF 46 TO 31

BEGINNING OF THE END 


OF ADA'S FEDERAL COURT 


Guthrie, Ok., Feb. 28.—The Jim 


Crow provision was killed in committee 
of the whole in convention yesterday 
by a vote of 46 to 31. The special legal 
committee reported immediately fol- 
lowing the reading of which the separ- 
ate coach and waiting room provision 
was called up and a motion made to 
table it. 


This ends one of the most spirited 


contests the convention has witnessed. 
It was led by Messrs, Haakell, Hayes 
and Henshaw. 
It refused to adopt a provision under 


which prohibits aliens and corporations 
from holding or owning lands in Okla- 
homa. However, the latter may own 
sufficient land ;to conveniently operate 
their business. 


It refused to adopt a provision under 


which the Legislature might place in 
operation the Torrene system of land 
registration.
